In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity fbr reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1 .1 11, l .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademaric Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademaric Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant faxed to the examiner proposed amendments and 
arguments with respect to the Detailed Action mailed on 7/12/2005. The amendments and arguments were persuasive 
to overcome the rejections all the claims with the exception of claim 1 . The examiner and applicant agreed that the 
language of claim one would be amended to say "substantially all" before each occurrence of the world "riser lines". 
The examiner agreed with the applicant's assertion that St. Claire does not teach a control switch that allows the pilot 
to control substantially all the riser lines. Instead St. Claire discloses controlling lines #40 which appear to include at 
least 2 lines, and possible 50% of all the lines passing through the gathering device. The phrase "substantially all" is 
narrower in scope than St Claims disclosure. 

Re - Claim 3: It was agreed upon that St. Clair does not disclose a propeller 

Re - Claim 26: It was agreed upon that St. Clair does not disclose both a riser lines and a control linee. 
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
